GAINS MADE 


Sy Strikers at the McKeesport, Pitts-j 


burg and Wheeling Mills. 


Plttsbiirg. Aus, 14. — Neither sit'e 


hs:» moved decisively gincu Sunday in 
t!i!' Kroat industrial conlliet between 
employers and cmjiioyes in the steel 
Uadr. and \\ii- strike Is still ia the 
l>;i!utice. The strikers made gains at 
I'iUsburg, McKeesport, "Wheeling"and 
BelhUre. Both sides claim to be prt»- 
parliH; moves that will !>ring coo fu- 
sion to tlit-ir opponents, but neither 
lias shown its hand. 


Ten men, five of them skilled, quit 


at the Lower Union mill of the Car- 
negie company in Pittsburg aod join- 
ed the strikers. , Their defection rep- 
resented the flrst break in the Car- 
nesie forces of more than 15,000 men. 
The strikers were jubilant, but tha 
company claims' to have filled their 
places at once arid that there will bo 
no more desertions at any of the 
plants. The Bellalre plant, at which 
th« men struck Sunday, was finally 
dosed down. When another start will 
be made 5s problematical. The SCO 
boys employed at the National tube 
works at McKeesport who went out 
materially aided the 
effort of the 


strikers to finally tie up the plant. 
The works are going ahead short- 
handed, but the ranks of the workers 
su-ft thinning and the supply o£ ma- 
terial is limited. 


Gains Made by Strikers. 


The strikers made gains at Wheel- 


ing and the steel officials admit that 
Benwood would be closed down. The 
Clark mill here is moving along full- 
handed, Lindsey 
&. McCutcheon's is 


operating wltb. a small crew, and the 
manufacturers are planning to open 
Painters' mill and increase the force 
at Lladsey 
& McCutcheon's. The 


American Tin Plate- company has a 
small force at the Crescent plant, ia 
Cleveland. and is also planning re- 
sumption at • other points with non- 
union nwn. The steel corporation has 
ordered thaf the Chartiers plant at 
Carnegie be dismantled and removed 
to Leechburg. So far good order has 
prevailed, although t)W steel officials 
assert that there lias been intimida- 
tion at Wheeling, McKeespon and 
Pittaburg.

The strikers are considering 
plans for breaking the decision of the 
Chicago, Joliet and Bayyiew lodges to 
stand with the steel" companies, but 
what they plan to do has not been 
raada clear. They are charging some 
of the -western men with both dishon- 
esty and disloyalty, and there is a gen- 
eral desire among members of the 
Amalgamated here for an inquiry. 


Good Order Prevails. 


There was no trounle at any of the 


•trike centers, although it was antici- 
pated at tue points where plants are 
befag partially operated and the men 
*re -wavering on the queet'os of going 
out. Crowds surrounded the Carnegie 
plants here and trust officials finally 
caiied on the police to clear them 
away. The officials say that the loss 
ot 10 men at the Lower Union mill 
can be directly traced to the threits 
of thn strikers who intercept the men 
on the way to and from work. They 
make the same complaint as to Bel- 
lalre, Wheeling and McKeesport They 
»ay that the strikers at Riverside 
•went to Bellalre and literally biutfcd 
tho remaining men into going out. 
They also claim that the same tactics 
*ained the strikers the steel'—orksrs 
In the Nations! tiilje.pUinf at Beriwobd 
and alsd forced but hundreds_of em-. 


ployes at McKeesport. They say'thty 
have given up hope of getting protec- 
tion from the jocal authorities at Mc- 
Keesport and Wheeling, 
but have 


given no indication that they intend 
to ask for state aid in either Pennsyl- 
vania or West; Virginia. The strikers 
on the other hand insist that they are 
proceeding entirely within their rights 
and the. law. and that any recruits 
woa by them nave been obtained by 
means entirely fair. 


Mayor R. J. Black of McKeesport 


gave out the following statement in 
reply to the numerous criticisms on 
als course in not dispersing crowds 
of strikers at different times during 
the strike: "At a time like this in Mc- 
Keesport, when so many men are idle, 
they are bound to come out oa the 
streets and crowd them more than 
usual, and like every other crowd,-will 
gathel where there is an excitement. 
but so far there has been little or no 
disorder, and in all cases the police 
have bandied them admirably. There 
is no Oiore orderly set of men in this 
country r.han the men who are idle in 
this city today. In the Instances in 
•which the tube company requested 
me to send men 
to disperse the 


crowds, the chief of police was on the 
ground at the time and reported that 
there ?.'as no disorder. Wa can not 
order e man to go home and stay 
ihero when !ie is doing no harm and 
only standing oa the street.

Caney, the place 
where the robbery, occurred, is a side- 
track o9 miles north of Denison. It 
is'in the Choctaiv nation of Indian 
Territory

rouimiBg the. station is very sparse. 
The train, does not stop at Caney es- 
cept on signal, and the proper signal 
was given. The engineer whistled his 
reply to the signal and the train 
slowed down for the stop.

If they have good 
looking feet, the sum'.al habit meets nay- 
approval. If their feet are not good 
looking, I should Crown upon tlie inuo- 
vation. and do my best to stifle it in its 
Incipieney." 


Dr. C. 1'ruyn Striiiglield also quali- 


fied his commendation by the proviso 
that there must be contours and warm 
tinted cuticle visible between the san- 
da! straps. 


"Provided the sandals made the 


proper sort of disclosures I have no ob- 
jection to the abandonment of boots 
and stockings by -women in temperate 
climates." he said. "In fact. I think it 
-!s !i good t.'iiag. We should be much 
healthier and better If -we came into 
closer contact with Mother Earth. Sel- 
dom do -sve of the cities touch the black 
soil, and then only with shot's on. 
When ! was !a general practice. I com- 
pared the healthy brown boys playing 
in bare feet over in the Ofjen territory 
west of State street with the thin, hot- 
house little chaps in the fashionable 
districts farther east, and I attribute 
the difference to tbe bsre feet. 1 be- 
lieve we should be better without 
shoes." 


Dr. Sarah Uackett Stevenson, whose 


knowledge of the feminine, foot is, for 
obvious reasons, more perfect, not to 
say more extensive, than that of her 
brother physicians, sanctions the san- 
dal for women in a manner definite and 
unqualified. She scorns the skepticism 
concerning tbe physical bc.ioty of the 
toes of her sex and saj-s this: 


"Of course tbe sandal for women Is 


an institution to be commended. Can 
you Imagine anything pleasauter than 
to doff shoes and stockings on a hot 
day to go walking over a grass carpet- 
ed lawn with nothing on your feet save 
sandals? Of eoiirse you ccn't. Shoes 
and stoekinjrs cause a great deal of ill 
health, I think."

Possibly it is the openwork hosiery 


fad that has led Br. Sanger .Brown to 
have grave doubts concerning "the "pink 
.possibilities of the female foot At any 
rate be side stepped all propositions ex- 
cept that of health and condemned the 
sandal craze as hygienically unwise. 


"1 don't want to discuss anything but 


the health question," said he, "and 
'about tbat 1 "tviU say tbat 1 think soci- 
ety women who expose themselves by 
wearing sandals are exceedingly un- 
ivise. In a climate like that of London 
persons In good: health who are out of 
doors a great uoa! taisut eiivest tltero- 
selves of shoes and stockings without 
harmful consequences, but for society 
women the practice is dangerous." 


Dr. Ellca Haneoefc I-yon likens the

was Made Yesterday. 


Details of the Accident Tell the Oft 


Repeated Story of Not Observ- 


ing an Approaching Train 


Until Too Late, 


The Vnn \Vert Bulletin contains the 


following detailed account of the man- 
ner in which Dr. K. L. Crooks, of 
Van \Vort county, and a former resi- 
dent of Lima, met his death: 


Dr. Crooks had received a call and 


.started in his carriage to the home of 
Burt Holmes, not knowing that the in- 
jured jiiati was at his father's home. 
The Doctor took the direct route, ulonrc 
the township line road, which crosses 
the P., Ft. W, & C. R. R. track cross- 
ing'. A field of crowing corn obscures 
the view of the rail road track, at. this 
point and the Doctor was near the 
road when h« saw the living train ap- 
prcachins". The fireman on the loco- 
motive, the only person who sa.w Dr. 
Crooks before he was struct, makes 
the statement that the Do'ctor partially 
reined in his horse and then, it aeoiaa, 
was infitieiiveu by a second thought, 
and struck the horse with the whip 
and made a dash to cross the track in 
front of the train, ft may Ue that he

frightened horse and a runaway. The 
engineer did not see Dr. Crooks, there- 
fore, no effort had been made to slack- 
en the speed o£ the- train. The pilot 
struck the front wheel of tho buggy 
sending- horse and driver to instant 
death. The body of Dr. Crooks fel 
on the roadway, in front, of the loco 
motive, the train passed over it. Tht 
train was stopped, the body picked up
